III. PURPOSE AND NEED 
 

The purpose of this project is to address congestion and mobility on US 68, from the KY 91 
junction to the KY 1007 intersection.  The existing two-lane facility is classified as an Urban 
Principal Arterial with an August 2017 ADT count of 9,841.  This portion of US 68 is utilized as 
the most direct route for motorist coming from the western part of Christian County, outlying 
western counties and from I-24, mobilizing into downtown Hopkinsville.  This section of US 68, 
also conveys additional traffic from KY 91 and KY 109, into downtown Hopkinsville.  The 
congestion of this corridor of US 68 can be linked to the predominant commercial presence and 
thru movement into downtown, but is also heavily influenced by traffic going to KY 1007 (North 
Drive) being located at the end termini of this project.   
 
KY 1007 is location to University Heights Academy, Pennyroyal Center, Ruff Park, Hopkinsville 
Community College, Pennyroyal Mental Health, Christian County Middle and High School, the 
Breathitt Veterinary Center.   
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IV. DBE REQUIREMENT 
 

The Consultant team shall include a DBE Participation Plan with their Response to 
Announcement. An additional page will be allowed with the Project Approach (page 7) in the 
Response to Announcement to convey this plan. A maximum of 4 points will be considered in 
the Evaluation Factors for the DBE Participation Plan. 
 

V. SCOPE OF WORK 
 

The selected Consultant will be required to provide engineering services to perform Preliminary 
Engineering.  Preliminary Engineering includes preliminary line and grade plans, traffic 
engineering analysis as per Design Memo 03-11, preliminary drainage, preliminary structure 
design, and cost estimates.   
 
The selected Consultant may be required to provide Final Roadway Design, which may be 
added to the contract agreement by a contract modification when Preliminary Engineering is 
complete. Final Roadway Design includes, at a minimum, preparation of joint inspection plans, 
drainage design, Preliminary, Advanced, and Final drainage folders, right-of-way plans, 
construction plans including storm water construction and post construction Best Management 
Practices (BMP), signing and pavement marking plans, traffic control plans, final cost estimates, 
and an anticipated construction schedule.  Signal plans may also be required.   
 

VI. SPECIAL INSTRUCTIONS 

The Department may retain any of the advertised services to be performed by in-house state 
forces.

The selected Consultant shall utilize the most recent CADD Standards for Highway Plans Policy 
in the development of the highway plans.  

 

IX. ENVIRONMENTAL 
 

Any necessary Environmental Services will be provided by the Department.  It is anticipated that 
a Categorical Exclusion Level 1 document will be prepared and provided to the Consultant for 
consideration during evaluation of alternatives. 

 
X. PHOTOGRAMMETRIC SERVICES 
 

The Department will provide Light Detection and Ranging (LiDAR) terrain mapping. The 
selected Consultant shall supplement this information with conventional surveying as needed.

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XI. STRUCTURE DESIGN 
 

The selected Consultant shall do the necessary preliminary engineering services for necessary 
and appropriate hydraulic analysis and structure sizing in order to appropriately evaluate 
impacts. 
 
If the project advances to Final Roadway Design, and if the selected Consultant is retained for 
Final Roadway Design, they shall do the necessary engineering service to submit to the KYTC 
an Advanced Situation Folder(s) for the appropriate applicable structure(s). The Structure 
Design may be performed by the Consultant.  Structure Design Services may be added to the 
Contract by Contract Modification.  Prequalification in the area of Structure Design is required to 
be identified in the Consultant’s Response to Announcement.  

 
XII. GEOTECHNICAL SERVICES 

 

The Department will provide all Geotechnical Services required for the project. 
 

XIII. TRAFFIC 
 

The Traffic projections and related information will be provided by the Department. 
 

XIV. UTILITIES 
 

The selected Consultant will be responsible for determining the existing locations of utilities to 
determine feasibility of redesign or utility relocation and cost estimates. 
 
The selected Consultant shall locate all existing utilities and locate them on the plans provided 
to the Department.  The Department provides a preliminary utility contact list below.  All utilities 
including aerial carriers shall be field-verified by the Consultant. Sizes and types of underground 
and aerial utilities shall be identified on the plans.

6. Consultant’s offices where work is to be performed. (2 Points) 
 

For state-funded projects, if a Selection Committee vote results in a tie between two (2) firms, 
one (1) of which will perform more of the work tasks in Kentucky than the other, then the former 
firm shall be ranked one (1) place ahead of the latter.
